the senate convened -today Mr. Lodge, 
cnairman of the Philippine commit- 
tee, favorably reported a- resolution 
authorizing the committee to make 
an investigation of th$ Philippine 
question and for that purpose, to sit 
during1 the sessions of the senate. 
The resolution, was refeired to the 
committee on contingent expenses. 


Mr. Blackburn, of Kentucky, pre- 


sented the credentials of James B. 
McCreary, recently elected a senator 
from Kentucky for a term of six 
years, beginning on March 4, 1903. 
They were placed on file* 


Mr. Hannfi, of Ohio, likewise pre- 


sented the credentials of his col- 
league, Joseph Benson Foraker, who 
was re-elected recently to the senate 
for a term of six years, beginning 
March 4, 1903. They were read and 
filed. 


In introducing a resolution provid- 


ing for the appointment of a 'commis- 
sion, of experts to ascertain the cost 
of an isthmian canal tunnel five 
miles in length by what is known as 
the Darien route, Mr. Scott, of West 
Virginia, gave notice >that at some 
later time he would address the sen- 
ate upon the subject. 


GEN. WHEATON CRITICIZED. 
Mr, Dubois, of Idaho, rising to a 


question, of personal privilege, di- 
rected attention 
to an Associated 


Press dispatch from Manila quoting 
General Wheatou as criticizing some 
remarks of 'Dr. Schurman in a speech 
at Boston and that the opinion was 
prevalent in the Philippines that men 
were sent to prison in Manila for say- 
ing leas, 


"I think,*' said Mr. Dubois, "tnat 


in view of the sftatements in. tikis dis- 
patch the president ought to repri- 
mand General Wheaton and those of- 
ficers in the Philippines who are crit- 
icising the innate for its action or 
statements regarding! the Philip- 
pines. 


"I don't know who General Wheat- 


on. is, but he probably is some char- 
ity boy appointed to West Point by 
a senator or representative and since 
^supported by the government. Such 
remarks ad he is quoted as having 
made are, nowevsr, outrageous and 
indecent." 


Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, sug- 


gested that it would be wise to as- 
certain before General Wheaton was 
reprimanded whether lie actually 
made the statement attributed to 
him. General Wheaton, lie said, was 
an officer of ability find character, 
and no hasty action ought to be taken 
in such a case* 


Mr. Teller—"I don't think there's 


any doubt Jhat General Wheaton said 
-what is attributed to 


Mr. Lodge—"There may be a great 


deal of doubt of it." 


TEI/LKR P&OTBSttS, 


If r. Teller, continuing, said such a 


situation as had arisen was one of 
the blessings 
growing out of the 


conditions in the Philippines. A pad- 
lock, he asserted, was to be placed 
upon the mouth of every man, con- 
gressman or private citizen, and all 
criticism of the 
administration's 


Philippine policy was to be silenced 
He referred to the criticism of sena 
tors who had antagonized the admin 
istratton's policy in the Philippines 
declaring they had been charged evei 
with treason. 


"I suppose," he said, "that no sen 


ator after awhile will be able to read 
on this floor the declaration of inde- 
pendence without subjecting himsel 
to a charge of inciting ^treason," 


He said that if Prof/ Schurman' 


speech was published in the Philip 
pines it was known there that he pro- 
posed that the Filipinos ultimately 
should have their independence, 


"Anybody," he asserted, "wfco wil 


criticise the utterances in that speech 
would criticise the declaration of in- 
dependence, if lie dared to do so." 


Mr, Lodge said Mr. Teller's state* 


be a most unusual proceeding to as- 
sume thatGeneralWheaton was guilty 
of any indiscretion until he bad been 
heard from. 


In response to inquiries by Mr. 


Kawlins, of Utah, Mr* Lodge said 
he did not know whether newspaper 
dispatches sent from (Manila were 
censored or not and he did not know 
whether the war department had or 
had not taken steps to asoertain 
whether General Wheaton had made 
the statements attributed to him. 


Mr. Carmack, of Tennessee, ques- 


tioned the right of any officer of tne 
United States army to criticise either 
the actions or the utterances of any 
private citizen. 


TAKIFF BILL TAKEN UP. 


When the Philippine tariff bill was 


taken up Mr. Bawl ins questioned Mr. 
Lodge about act? of the Philippine 
ommission, which, were designed to 
revent the discussion of Philippine 
Dependence in the islands. 
Mr. Lodge said such acts were pass- 
d, but they were for the purpose of 
uppressing the insurrection; that it 
was desirable that peace should be 
stablished before independence of 
he islands and other questions be 
discussed. 


Mr. Bawlins said the acts of the 
ommissiou were a suppression of 
ree speech in the Philippines. 
Mr. Lodge said that the act related 
•holly .to armed insurrection in the 
slands. 
Mr. Dubois, reverting to the Wheat* 
n incident said he objected to army 
fflcers criticising the senate or the 
minority of the Philippine committee 
nd saying that their action was en- 
ouraging the Filipinos.

IN SEVERAL STATES.

Chicago, Jan. 27.—Chicago is strug- 


gling under the biting blasts of a 
cold wave that arrived last nigftt, 
the offshoot of the blizzard that has 
been raging in the northwest. 
In 


the last twenty-four hours the tem- 
perature has fallen 46 degrees, hav- 
ing touched 8 degrees below zero at 
dawn. At noon the temperature had 
risen 6 degrees, but it is predicted 
that nightfall will send it to 10 be- 
low. 


All the northwest is suffering from 


the extremely cold weather, which 
covers all the upper lake region and 
the region of the Mississippi valley 
with 2ero temperature* In the far 
northwestern states the range of tem- 
perature is from 10 to 24 degrees bo- 
low zero. Traffic has been generally 
impeded and trains are reported late 
on all roads. 


At La Crosse, Wis., the temperature 


today registered 12 below. At Sioux 
City, Iowa, the temperature is 20 be- 
low, and the average throughout that 
state today is 18 below. 


At St. Paul the official figure is 16 


below. 
At Baldwin, Wis., a fierce 


gale is piling the falling snow into 
huge drifts and the mercury is hov- 
ering in the vicinity of 30 below. 


The blizzard is also felt in the 


south. 
At Huntington, "W. Va., 


twenty-four hours of heavy rain has 
been followed today by the fiercest 
snow storm of the season, which pre- 
vails throughout southwestern Vir- 
ginia, Traffic is delayed on all rail- 
roads.

Three Passengers Rescued From the 


Icy Waters at Sault Ste 


' Marie, Mich. 


Sault Ste Marie, Mich., Jan. 37,- 


In a fierce blizzard that raged last 
night, one of the stages that runs 
across the river between (here and the 
Canadian Soo went through the ice. 
John Lobla, the driver, was swept 
under the ice with the horses and 
sleigh and drowned, wMle the three 
passengers were rescued with great 
difficulty. 


When about half way across the 


river Driver Lebla lost the regular 
track owing to the blinding snow. 
Three of the six passengers became 
frightened and left th« sleigh, run- 
ning behind it. Suddenly the sleigh 
disappeared and from a great hole in 
the ice came cries for help from the 
other three passengers. The horses, 
sleigh and driver went under the ice 
almost instantly and were carried 
away by the current. The passengers 
on the ice threw their fur overcoats 
to their companions struggling in the 
water and with much difficulty sue- 
ceeded in getting them out on the 
solid ice. The chilled and half 
drowned men were then taken to the 
hospital.

CHINESE AS LITIGANTS, 


Chinamen as litigants have preju- 


dices and peculiarities that some- 
times disconcert greatly the Ameri- 
can lawyers they retain. A suit was 
recently begun for a large sum of 
money by a member of one of the 
three or four leading Chinese fami- 
lies which are represented in this 
country, a stock that rather prided 
itself on inability to speak the En- 
glish 1 anguage. 
The professional 


Chinese interpreters attended to the 
retaining of a lawyer and the serving 
of papers, but when it came to the 
selecting of an interpreter for the 
trial, the proud old Chinaman drew 
the line. Unless one of his own 'blood 
translated the proceedings in court, 
he would have nothing further to do 
with the case. Hi* lawyer (through 
a strange interpreter) argued that 
none of the Chinaman's relatives 
spoke English, and that therefor* it 
was physically impossible for any ttf 
them to act as interpreter. At last, 
however, it was recalled that «a* dis- 
tant cousin in San Francisco was ac- 
quainted with the tongue of the "for- 
eign devils." Nothing wouid do but 
to secure an adjournment from the 
court -and telegraph for the cousin to 
come post haste, which he did, and 
the suit came to trial. The expenses 
of the trip east used up A third of 
the amount of the judgment, but the 
plaintiff did not think the outlay 
wasted when a question of principle 
was involved.—New York Post,

just been issued by the Japanese de- 
partment of agriculture and com- 
merce, and it records a considerable 
measure of success. It is the pur- 
pose of the Mikado's government to 
obtain, if possible, a home-grown leaf 
of such excellence that the importa- 
tion may be done away with of 
American^ Turkish, Egyptian' and 
other foreign tobaccos, which impor- 
tation has shown a very marked in- 
crease in recent years, says the Chi- 
cago Chronicle. 


The Japanese diet having been in- 


duced to grant an appropriation, two 
tobacco farms of two acres each were 
established in different prefectures. 
The assistance of foreign experts was 
alsa secured, Dr. Jones, an American, 
being engaged to give instructions 
in cultivating the leaf and Dr, Ley- 
mann, a German, undertaking to 
teach the subsequent process of cur- 
ing and manufacture. 


•The report 
of the department of 


agriculture and commerce says that 
it is now possible to speak with cer- 
tainty about the first results of these 
experiments, and that, although it 
is still doubtful ^whether tobacco fit 
to compete with that of Turkey or 
Egypt .will be obtained, there can no 
longer 
be any question * that leaf 


equal to the American will be grown. 


Dr. Lfcymaim's methods have not

GENERAL NEWS OF THE STATE 


OF INDIANA, 


Kokomo, Ind,, Jan, 27,—A small-' 


pox war is raging ifc Gmntown, ten 
miles east of her*. Isaac Murphy, 
whom the officers in a dozen Indiana 
towns have been pursuing for ten 
days, was captured at Oreentown 
Priday night. Murphy was ordered 
quarantined at the home of William 
Somers, an immune. 


The villagers objected to having 


Murphy sheltered in their midst, and 
appealed to the authorities to remove 
him to another place. This was re- 
fused, and at 2 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing a mob assembled at the Somers 
home and ordered Murphy out of 
town, under penalty of violence. Ear- 
lier in the night friends of Somers, 
suspecting 
trouble, 
had smuggled 


two shotguns and a lot of ammuni- 
tion into the improvised pesthouse. 


The beleaguered held their house 


until orders were heard to set fire to 
the house, the crowd in the 
mean- 


time bombarding the residence with 
stones and clubs. A whitecap card 
signed "Vigilance Committee" WAS 
pushed under the door, with threats 
that both immune and patient would 
be hanged if the latter did not at 
once leave the town. 


Murphy raised one of the shotguns 


and began firing into the mob. 
Offi- 


cer John £oole, who had just arrived 
to quell the riot, was hit in the legs 
by birdshot, The shot was not in- 
tended for the officer, his presence be- 
ing unknown to the occupants of the 
house. 


The crowd then dispersed, but sev- 


eral of the men declared that they 
would return. 


In anticipation of further trouble 


the house was barricaded. So far the 
assailants have not again appeared, 
nd it is thought the vigorous fight 
isplayed by the two men frightened 
hem away. 
Murphy says he is not 
afflicted 


with smallpox or any other disease, 
sut he promises to observe the quar- 
ntine as ordered by the health 
board.
